Council votes 
to create panel 
to review policy

TWIN FALLS - Since he was a City 
Council candidate in October, Councilman 
Chris Talkington has criticized the city for 
allowing 15 employees to have credit card 
accounts. 

On Monday, the council heard Talking- 
ton contend: _ 

• That the city does not need 15 Visa 
credit cords, 


cards- for "questionable charges” unrelated 
'to city business during their terms as may- 
or. 

.* And that'the council has not kept a 
close eye on its employees’ spending prac- 
tices. 

“If that's accusatory, let it be," Talking- 
ton said. 

In response to his concerns, the council 
voted, 6-1 to form a three-member audit 
committee to review credit accounts quar- 
t^y, to reduce the number of cards at the 
city manager’s recommendation, and to in- 
elude credit.chargcs in the. auditing pro-. . 
ccss.’" 

This was a campaign issue,” Talkington 

said. ' 

— Talkington also campaigned on putting 
an end to "secret meetings" and on opening 
up city government to the people.

Tfie’opisodc began shortly-after mid- 
night, when Cause started battering on the 
front door of his ex-wife’s house. She, her 
boyfriend and her two children were asleep 
at the time. His cx-wife later told police she 
got out of bed and went to the ftont of the 
house, where "... the front door flew open 
■ and Wayne fell in.” 

Cause brandished a 9 mm semi-automat-r 
ic. pistol and herded his ex-wifp and her 
boyfriend into the bathroom. Then he or- 
dered them to get in the bathtub, according 
to police, documents. At 12:15, he allowed 


the children, ages 12 and 2, to leave the. 
house. 

Police entered the house and began 
shouting, to Cause through the closed bath- 
room door. According to the report. Cause 
told his cx-wife’s boyfriend to stand in 
front of the bathroom door to absorb any 
bullets if the police started shooting.. , 

No shots were fired, and Cause marched 
the man but and released him at 12:41. He 
returned to the bathroom with an ammuni- 
tion clip for his pistol and told his cx-wife

“You can have as in'uch abuse with a 
credit card as you can with cash," he said. 

Councilman Tom Condie agreed that 
abuse of expenses is possible if the council 
or the city staff docs not keqi close watch 
over the expenses.

Today 1 want to be the one 
who catches those chickens.” 

At one of the lost stops, a dozen 
riders dance on their saddles while 
their horses graze unconcernedly. 
Others give children rides, still oth- 
ers share their saddles with young 
women. 

“You see those horees? They love 
this,” Emile.Richord ^d. 

“That’s because they’re Cajun 
horses and they dance to the music 
like everyone else.” • 

The Courir Du Mardl Gras always 
winds up with a Cajun feast , — and 
more dancing.

Warm Valentine feelings fail to melt snow in East, West

To all of us who arc forced to live bn a 
very limited income, if is galling when our 
governing agencies force us to waste our 
small resources on goods and services for 
which we have no need. It is purci unadul-

I hayc always gotten along ouitc well 
without local garbage pickup. 1 live alone 
and have very little of it to begin with. All 
■ biodegradable material goes into a compost 
pile and is used on my garden. AH paper and 
burnable material is used to start fires in my • 
fireplace. All aluminum is recycled, which 
usually leaves me with an occasional tin con 
and some ashc^. A trip once or twice a year 
to the landfill suffices, and 1 don't mind pay- 
ing at that time for that service. 

But since the first of the year, the city 
started billing me monthly and objections to 
the City Council fell on deaf cars. ‘ 

However, when 1 sold my truck and start- 
ed setting out my ashes and raking up a little 
trash and setting it out in order to get a little 
for my money, they refused to pick it up be- 
cause they, said it was too heavy although 
the con was much smaller than the plastic 
garbage cans (without the wheels). So 1 
started filling them to the two-thirds level. 
Then they discovered a few little pieces of 
broken plaster I had raked up out of the 
driveway, and they refused to pick it up be- 
cause ”^ey do not accept building malcri- 
al." ^ 

If they cannot take the trash wc want to 
get rid of, what good arc their services? ' 

The liut bit of irony is that three weeks 
ago one of the two containers of ashes 1 set 
' out was a small square tub about half as high 
of an ordinary trash can but sli ghtl y wider. It 
has two handles on it ancTls not heavy. 

Why they refuse to pick it up I do not , 
know, but ! absolutely refuse to pay my 
trash bill until it is picted up. Even if they 
. do, I will not pay for the time when I did not 
receive service. If those who ore sent out on 
the route are so anemic they can’t handle 50 
pounds of ashes in a container that small, 
they should be back in an office pushing a 
pencil, 

1 am not going to waste another $12 per 
yw on a rental container. It is already cosu 
ihg me almost $240 per year for a service I 
did not want, never contracted for. and do 
not need, and one which, after having it 
forced upon me, they refuse to supply.

medical costs. .It is called the 
Catastrophic Health Care Fund. 

Commissioners say five lawsuits

The slate needs to pay about 
S148.0()0 in medical indigent costs, 
county Administrator Tim Hurst said. 

If stale' political leaders can't reach 
a compromise this week on the gov- 
ernor's veto, county property owners 
may face millions in extra taxes, 
commissioners say. . 

"It's an unfair burden on a few 
people," Commissioner John Adams 
said. 'Td like to sec every taxpayer 
callupthc governor.” 

Commissioners attended a 
statewide lobbying campaign in 
Boise la.st week to fight the veto.

Andrus vetoed the catastrophic

Thursday's vote followed party 
lines, with every Senate Democrat 
lining up behind Andrus.. The 
Republicans were one vote short of 
the two-lhirds needed lo override the 
governor's veto.

over in order to provide property tax 
relief. In exchange for accepting the 
takeover, Andrus got the Legislature 
to set up the medically needy pro- 
gram.

Clinton budget plan relies

WASHINGTON — The fiscal 1995 bud- 
get President Clinton sent to Congress last 
week forecast a deficit of$176 billion, $126_ 
billion less than the admioistradon projec 
just a year ago.

the administratioD, os it attempts to quell 
fears of inflation and minimize the oadonal 
deficit, analysts and policy-nu^cra say. -> 

There is concern that a pre^ous balanc- 
ing act required to keep the rates low could 
easily topple if Presidat Clinton, Congress, 
the Fed^ Reserve Board don’t p^orm in 
tandem. 

The , recent stock market tumble gave a 
fustband look at the anxiety felt about infla- 
tion and interest rales. The Dow Jones indus- 
trial average dropped more than 96 points 
Feb. 4 when the F^ raised its funds rate. In- 
vestors have been jittery ever since.

LILLEHAMMER, Norway (AP) — Two 
years ago at the Albertville Olympics, Italian 
skier Deborah Compagnoni experienced tri- 
umph and pain one day apart . 

Now she’s back again, as defending chaiii- 
pion in the Sura G race set for Tuesday on 
ihe slopes n 9 rtn of Llilchammcr. It is one of 
ihrcc gold me^l events on the schedule. The 
others ore pairs free skating and the wom- 
en's 5-kilometer closric cross-country ski- 
ing. 

Compagnoni came back first from tom lig- 
arhents in her right knee in 1988 and then 
from a life-threatening blocked intestine in 
1990. At age 21, she captured gold in the Su- 
per G at Albertville and went fbr a second in 
the giant slalom. 

The slopes can be unforgiving, though. 


One misstep can spell disaster, even for a 
gold medalist. In an. instant, Compagnoni 
swerved post a gate, tried to correct and sud- 
denly found herself down, the familiar stab- 
bing pain burning though her body'ogain. 

This time, her left knee was blown out. 

Once again, she went through surgery, and 
the gruelling ritual of rehabilitation, the chal- 
lenge to regain the strength, mobility and 
courage to go down the mountain again. 

Four days less than a year later, Com- 
pagnoni was back, finishing fiHh in the 
world championships. This season, she has 
won three World Cup giant slaloms, the 
most recent last month. 

Tuesday’s other action includes prelimi- 
nary runs in the women's single luge and the 
moguls portion of freestyle skiing as well os 


three more hockey games — Sweden vs. 
Italy, Canada vs.. France and the United 
Stales vs. StovaluruJ .

The figure skating pairs competition offers 
a unique showdown between the last two 
Olympic gold medalists — the first time 
that’s ever happened. 

Russia’s Ekaterina Gordeeva and Sergei 
Grinkov, champions of the Calgary Olympics, 
now husband and wife and parents of a baby 
girl, returned for these Games arid held first 
place following the technical programs. Right 
behind them were Russia’s 1992 gold medal- 
ists, Natalya Mishkutienok and Ariur 
Dmitriev. Canadians Lloyd Eisicr and Isabelle 
Brasseur, the current world champions, were 
third. 

The decision of the International Figure- 
Skating Fedcrotion to allow projcssionals' to 


regain their amateur standing for the 
Olympics, set up this gold medal rematch.. 
Gordeeva and Grinkov knew there would be 
risks. “We thought it over and decided to 
come back even if we might no longer be able 
to skate as well as we did in 1988," Gordeeva 
said. 

Later, ex-figure skating gold medalists like 
Brian Boitano, Katarina Witt and the dance 
team of Jayne Torvill and Christopher Dean 
will try to recapture past. glories on the 
Olympic ice.

LILLEHAMMER, Norway (AP) 
— It’s that lime again, when Amcri- 
cans roll their eyes and wonder: 
-What’s-witlrthirspoTt-tharcombihcs' 
cross-country skiing and shooting? 

If only they would give biathlon a 
chance, Walter Pichlcr said. 

"It’s great because you have the ' 
challenge of two sports," said Pich- 
lcr, coach of the U.S. women's team 
and an Olympic medalist with West 
Germany in 19^. "One is the mental 
aspect, the shooting. Then .there’s the 
physical part, where you've got to 
give it all you've got out oii the track. 

“What other sport has that?" 

Nothing comes quickly to mind. 
But passionate talk from Pichlcr and 
other biathlon backers has done little 
to popularize the sport in America, 
where they prefer dunks and homers 
to deadeye shooting and grueling ski- 
ing.“Just because it doesn’t have a 
ball doesn't mean biathlon is not a 
great sport," said Niala Skinner of 
Sun Valley, Idaho, on alternate on the 
women's team that begins competi- 
tion Friday. 

Biathlon is undoubtedly a chal- 
lenging discipline. Just' imagine ski- 
ing 20 kilometers (12.4 miles), up 
and down hills in frigid temperatures . 
with a .22-calibre rifle strapped to 
your back — and stopping every so 
oflcn to fire at a target 150 meters 
(163 yards) a^y.

There are only 700 registered 
biathletes in America; the former So- 
viet republics have more than 
100,000. "We're not in this for pres- 
tige or profit," said Joan Guetschow 
of Minnetonka, Minn., competing 
again after heart surgery last 
ycar.“We love the sport” 

The breakup of the Soviet Union' 
has made things even tougher for the 
Americans, said team leader John 
Morton. "T^e Soviets were always 
the lop team.’’ Morion said. 

“Now inst^ of four Soviets, you 
have four Russians, four Latvians, 
four from Belarus, four from Kaza- 
khstan, four from the Ukraine and so 
forth. We may be better, but wind up 
farther.down in the results because 
there’s so many more competitore.” 
Douglas thinks Americans would . 
likc-the biathlon if they got a chance 
to see it more often. But don't ci^t 
CBS to focus more than a few fleet- 
ing moments on a sport that draws 
athletes from more nations — 32 — 
than any other at the Winter 
Olyfnpics. 

The American biathletes keep ski- 
ing and shooting, resigned to their 
low profile.

Arctic cold settles in over Lillehammer 


LILLEHAMMER, Norway (AP) 
— Fans risk frostbite. Biathletes’ ri- 
fles are freering to their checks. It's 
almost too cold to allow cross-coun- 
try ski races. 

— ■ L i lle i ia n imer ma y look charming, 
but it’s playing hosntnhi 
frigid Winter Gomes ever. 

Temperatures overnight have 
been dropping to minua-10 degrees, 
and only barely edging above zero 
during the day iti much of the 
Olympic region. 

The International Oljropic Com- 
mittee’s research department con- 
firmed what spectators could feel in 
their fingers and toes: This is the 
coldest Winter Gomes yet, colder on 
a sustained basis than the 1980 
Olympics in Lake Placid. 

Events have been canceled at oth- 
er Winter Gomes because it was too 
worm, too windy or too snowy, but 
never because it was too cold. So 
far, that record is holding — barely. 

Under international regulations, 
major cross-country races .cannot 
sum when the temperature is under 
minus 4. The temperature at Birke- 
beineren Ski Stadium at 7:30 a.m. 
Monday, three hours before the 
men’s 30-kilomcter race, was minus 
18. ... 

•At 10 a.m., it was still below the 
limit, but officials queried the rac- 
ers, got positive responses, and de- 
cided to start on lime. When the first 
racer set off at 10:30, it was zero at 
the starting line, but still under mi- 
nus 4 at one of the checkpoints on 
the course. 

Race ofticials said th^ were con- 
fident, based on the trend of previ*- 
ous days, that the temperature 
would rise during the race. But Nor- 
wegian team doctor Kjell Eystciti 
Rokke said the start should have 
been delayed. 

“Ski racing in very cold weather 
con lead to injury of sensitive wind- 
pipes," said Rokke, who thinks offi- 
cials should raise the minimum ton- 
peniture for starting to zero.

Now she’s back again, as defending cham- 
pion in the Super G race set for Tuesday on 
the slopes north of Lillehammer. It is one of 
three gold me^l events bn the schedule. The 
others are pairs free skating and the wom- 
en’s 5-kilomcter classic cross-country ski- 
ing. 

Compagnoni came back first from tom lig- 
aments in her right knee in 1988 and then 
from a life-threatening blocked intestine in 
1990. At age 21, she captured gold in the Su- 
per G at Albertville and went for a second in 
the giant slalom. 

The slopes can be unforgiving, though.

Give biathlon a chance 
- you’ll leMi tato^ it 


LILLEHAMMER, Norway (AP) 
— It’s that time again, when Ameri- 
cans roll thcir.cycs-and wonder: 
What’s with this sport that combines 
cross-country skiing and shooting? 

If only they would give biathlon a 
chance, Walter Pichlcr said, 

•it’s great because you have the 
challenge of two sports," said Fich- 
Icr, coach of the U.S. women’s team 
and an Olympic medalist with West 
Germany in 1984. "One is the mental 
aspect, the shooting. Then there’s the 
physicol part, where you’ve got to 
give it all you’ve got out on the track. 
"What other sport has that?” 
Nothing comes quickly to mind. . 
BurpassionaiC'talk' from PichlCTliid^ 
other biathlon backers has done little 
to popularize the sport in America, 
where they prefer dunks and homers 
to deadeye shooting and grueling ski- 
ing.“Just because it doesn't have a 
ball doesn’t mean biathlon is not o 
great sport,” said Ntala Skinner of 
Sun Valley, Idaho, on alternate on the 
women’s team that begins competi- 
tion Friday. 

Biathlon is undoubtedly a chal- 
lenging discipline. Just imagine ski- 
ing 20 kilometer^ (12.4 miles), up 
and down' hills' in frigid temperatures 
with a .22-calibrc rifle stropped to 
your back — and stopping every so 
often to fire at a target ISO meters 
(163 yards) away. 

Miss even one show and your ski- 
ing time is penalized. 

“A 45-year-old guy who’s 20 
pounds overweight can beat a.20.- . 
year-old if he shoots stnii^t and the 
kid misses six shots,” said Duncan 
Douglas of Lake Placid, N.Y. 

It's a sport Americans have never 
been able to mastef, .The highest U.S. 
finish in the Olympics was a sixth for 
the men’s relay team in 1972. No 
American has finished higher than 
14th in the individual competition. 

That’s not likely to change this 
year, though a few Americans talk 
bravely about possible top 10 finish-

The breakup of the Soviet Union 
has made things even tougher for the 
Americans, said team leader John 
Morton.

Arctic cold settles in over Lillehammer 


LILLEHAMMER, Norway (AP) 
— Fans risk frostbite. Biathletes’ ri- 
fics ore freezing to their cheeks. It’s 
almost loo cold to allow cross-coun- 
try ski races. 

Lillehammer may look charming, 
but it's playing host to the most 
frigid Winter Gomes ever. 

Temperatures. overnight have 
been dropping to minus-10 degiixs. 
and only barely edging above zero 
during the day in much of the 
Olympic region. 

The International Olympic Com- 
mittee’s research department con- 
firmed what spectators could feel in 
their fingers qnd toes: This is the 
coldest Winter Gomes yet, colder on 
a sustained basis than the 1980 
Olympics in Lake Placid. 

Events have been canceled at oth- 
er Winter Gomes because it was too 
worm, too windy or too snowy, but 
never because it was loo cold. So 
far, that record is holding — barely. 

Under international regulotions, 
major cross-country races cannot 
start when the temperature is under 
minus 4. The tempemture at Biikc- 
beineren Ski Stadium at 7:30 o.m. 
Monday, three hours before the 
men’s 30-kilometcr race, was minus 
18. •
